‘This last Friday I saw something which I fee] I should report; 
and sinc: I don't know exactly who to report it to, am addressing this to 
your ofi.°*e, trusting it will be relayed to the correct person, office or 
organization. Am answering the questions in the order in which I find them 


in & copied Air Force form in one of the appendicaés in Major Donald =. Keynoe's 
"Flying Saucers from Outer Space”; RPT A» por printing. 


For whatever these "flying saucers" are or are not, on my vord of 
honor the following is what I actually saw, and the circuastances under which 
I saw them. This lest Pricey nigat, at about 10:46 P.M., was wien I saw this 
group of "unidentified objedts". The date--Octobsr 5, 1956. Time of dey, as 
piven ebove, 2246, Pacific Standard fine, or 0648, GM ‘fT, Saturday morning. 

My georraphical Levation wes at China Lake, Caliz., withing the U.S. Naval 
Ordnance Test Station civilian comaunity, in ons of the newer type domnitorics 
the Navy has built. I was out in the patio of the hollow square-shaped building, 
this open square being about 75 feet square, with the surrounding building two 
storiss, or about 16 feot, high. Hy position was about 50 feet fron the south 
side of ths op&nine; and, consequently, 45 feet from the north side. 


“This left about 155 degrees of open sky to my View in the north- 
soutn direction. The night was clear; no clouds; and there was no moon. The 
stars were very clsar. Al) of a sudden . say the things, 2 row of lwainous 
things about as bright as the brightest of tne stars (exeluding liars or any 
other visible planet), but looking like spots of light with faintly lweinous 
rings | about them, the rinss being about Live minutes or so of are in diameter. 
They were arranged in 2 tightly grouped east-west row, ond were somewhat irre- 
gular in this arrangement, thoucns not too much so. And as they travelled, they 


wavered a bit, the way one would expect of a flock of birds. 


As I watehed then, they swept across the visible portion of the sky 
from my viewpoint, from north to south, covering the distance from limit to limit 


in about @ or 9 seconds of time. They were separated from each other by only 
about two of thei# diemeters center to center between adjacent ones; and there 
were about eight of the objects a) vogether. They travelled practically dus south 
and missed the zenith, or overhead point, by about rive dererees or arc, pissing 
to the west of this point. 

This is all I have to renort, since it includes just about all the 
facts involved that J can recall.
